A Clinch With the Man Eating Brute 


That Would Hare Been Fatal to 
the Hunter but For a Timely Shot 
From a RcHCne Party. 
Aii exciting story of a fight with a 


panther is given by a writer in The 
Asian. 
The incident occurred while 


three sportsmen were shootlug email 
game In tho Western Ghats, a range of 
mountains in southern India. Listen- 
ing Intently, B. fancied that he caught 
the word "bagh," but It was Impossible 
to distinguish sounds clearly In tbe 
pandemonium that was going on, and 
It seemed almost Incredible that any- 
thing In the way of big game could 
hai e remained In the beat so late. So. 
putting the fancy concerning the word 
he bad beard down to Imagination or 
else the possibility of a small wildcat— 
for natives call everything of the cat 
species "bagh"—he did not change bis 
small shot cartridges. 


Three minutes afterward there was 


a stealthy rustle In the tangled grass 
and bushes to bis front, and, expecting 
a hare or a jungle fowl, bo threw bis 
gun forward just as the bushes parted 
and the savage head of a huge panther 
rose into view about 23 yards away. 
"Utterly staggered, B. lowered his gun 
again. To lire at a panther with small 
shot is wise only when you are anx- j 
Ions to obtain an express passage to 
the next world, and before be could 
change bis cartridge the brute bad seen 
him and bad slunk silently back into 
tbe undergrowth, B. catching a glimpse 
of bis. benny tawny body gliding later- 
ally across the beat iu the direction of 
F.'s station.

F.'s station. As be did PO aud vainly 
tried to steady bis pulse and hand, II., 
from the opposite direction, also burst 
on the scene. And the sight they both 
saw was sufllciently fearful. 


F., on one Unco, holding the panther 


by the throat at arm's length with his 
left band, while with his right he was 
nmking spasmodic efforts to draw bis 
bunting knife. Aud such was tbe tcr- 
rltl-; pou or of bis desperate grip that 
the panther's tongue was protruding 
and its fj-vs almost starting from its 
bead. 
1m t, although F.'s Immense 


physical strength, still further increas- 
ed by tlie despair which redoubles one's 
fortes, prevented the brute from clos- 
ing and using its teeth, jet It was kick- 
Ing with its hind claws exactly as a 
cat does when its stomach Is tickled, 
and the bone of F.'s left arm was strip- 
ped almost bare of the skin and flesh, 
which was banging in gory festoons 
nearly up to the shoulder. Sick at the 
sight, the whole scene for tbe moment 
swam before B.'s eyes; but, recalled to 
his manlier self by a piteous entreaty 
from poor F., who was weakening rap- 
idly, to chance shooting him, B. braced 
up and ran toward the scene of the ter- 
•Ible conflict. II., bow ever, would have 
been before him but that a root caught 
his foot as he ran and sent him sprawl 
Ing. 
The next second B. bad rim up 


close and blown the savage brute's 
brains out Just as F. fell in a heap with 
tbe dead panther on tbe top of him.

eventually recovered, big arm was like 
a withered limb and has been of little 
use to him since. 


It afterward was learned that F. had 


beard imperfectly B.'s warning shout 
and, after hesitating, had decided not 
to change his cartridges. The panther 
had shrunk silently across bis front, 
and. hastily cramming in a ball car 
trldge, F. had taken a snap shot at bin; 
just as be was disappearing. This had 
taken effect much too far back, inflict 
Ing only a flesh wound, and the brute 
had at onco turned and charged straigh 
at F. 
The left barrel, loaded only 


with small shot and possibly fired will 
a certain amount of trepidation, had 
aggravated him still further, and 1 
was undoubtedly only his magnificent 
physique which saved F. from losing 
his life on the spot. 


HOW TO TREAT CATS, vf- 


B&et of IluW Meat, ERB« and Milk 


Shoalil Be Their Portion. 


Cats are by nature dainty, even In 


their cruelties. There Is all manner of 
feline grace iu tbe way they play with 
mice. Cats suffer much less from con- 
stant housing thau dogs, although they 
run wild much more readily and never 
quite get over their murderous in- 
stincts. A cat of fancy breed, as Mal- 
tese, Angora, coon cat or Manx, is a 
possession more fashionable than pre- 
cious". Bach and se\eral, they are no 
cud decorative, \mt in affection, Intel- 
ligence Jiiid playfulness they rank be- 
low their black, gray, tiger marked 
and tortoise shell brethren. 


White cats are in general more sav- 


age and less Intelligent than gray or 
tortoise shell. Many of thorn have blue 
eyes, and all such are said to be stone 
deaf; hence they are less desirable in 
tbe house. Unlike dogs cats require 
to have- their meat raw, but they must 
uot have too much of it. Mllk~should 
constitute at least a third of their food. 
Crumble stale bread in the milk and 
now and again beat up a raw egg in it. 
A bit of raw liver as big as two fingers 
or a fish head Is meat enough for a 
day's ration. Supplement It with milk 
and bread or milk and mashed pota- 
:oes, a cracker or two or a bit of hard 
>read lightly buttered and a few small 
joncs, as from chicken, game or chops. 


Cats as well as dogs suffer a plague 


of fleas. Oddly enough, cat fleas are 
unlike dog ileas, and if the two sorts 
of insects meet upon one poor beast 
.here is a light to a finish, ending com- 
monly in •» Ictory for the cat fleas, which 
are much bigger aud more voracious 
than those found on the dog. If left 
;o ravage unchecked, they soon reduce 
a sleek, healthy cat to a miserable skel- 
eton, suffering sill over from eczema. 


To get rid of the fleas wash Avith sul- 


>hur soap—any good brand which the 
nearest shop affords—comb out tbe fleas 
with a fine tooth comb while the hair 
:.s still wet, then rinse the cat well in 
milk warm water, dry It with soft tow- 
ils and give it after tbe bath a saucer 
of warm milk with a teaspoouful of 
jrandy or whisky in it. 
A kitten 


should 1m e only a few drops of spir- 
ts nnd be kept siiug In a clean basket 
an hour after the bath. 


When the hair is very dry, blow iu 


all along the backbone some sort of 


ood fine insect powder, either lark- 


spur or pyrctbruui. 
Rub behind tbe 


rs with the sulphur ointment direct- 


ed for dogs. Next day brush out all 
the powder with a flue, close brush, 
comb the coat lightly, then part it 
along the backbone nnd rub with the 
sulphur ointment. 


For mange rub all over with the sul- 


phur ointment. Keep the cat confined 
so it cannot lie In tbe dirt and after 24 
liours wash it well in hot soapsuds- 
just comfortably hot, not scalding- 
rinse dry and leave aloue. In three 
days, If the mange persists, repeat the 
ointment and after the treatment give 
the cat plenty of catnip, eitber green or 
dry, with milk and bread diet. Catnip 
indeed ought to be given always twice 
a week. Burn infected bedding nnd 
fumigate sleeping baskets, or else wash 
them well in bichloride of mercury. 
Let them stand six hours after wash- 
ing, then scald plentifully with boiling 
water and dry well before letting the 
cat sleep in them again.—Washington 
Star.

Is tbe Genlna of Ireland Irish? 


Tbe genius of Ireland is a curiously 


paradoxical subject and requires a 
study to itself. Though so many great 
men ba\ e been associated with Ireland, 
when we analyze them according to 
raco we find that a remarkably large 
proportion of them are of English or 
Scotch descent. Bishop Berkeley, for 
instance, is often called an Irishman, 
though his father was English (bis 
mother's origin is 
unknown) 
and 


though be always considered himself 
an Englishman. The great Irish pa- 
triots have usually had English blood 
in tbeir veins and have sometimes even 
been proud of tbe fact. 


And yet, while this is so, Ireland has 


somehow had the art of imparting 
some of her subtlest qualities to those 
happy Englishmen who have bad the 
good fortune to possess some slight 
strain oC her blood or to be born In her 
land or even to have lived there In 
youth. The greatest English humor- 
ists and -wits—Swift and Sterne and 
Congrcve—bad this good fortune. 
In 


tbe same way, while Ireland has scat- 
tered her saints over England and the 
continent, her own patron saint Is a 
Scotchman who was never canonized. 
The contribution of Ireland to our na- 
tional genius cannot well be stated in 
numerical values.—English Review.

Phosphorescence la Xatare. 


The "mimic fires" of the ocean are 


due to the presence of hordes of ani- 
malcules belonging to that division of 
the animal world known as the infuso- 
ria. The noctiluca is the type of the 
race — a minute organism, somewhat 
kidney shaped and possessing a single 
lashlike appendage or cllium. 


The protoplasm, or living matter, of 


the animalcule exerts the power of 
converting so much of its living energy 
Into light, a'proceeding illustrated in a 
different fawbJon in tbe familiar firefly, 
which, however, sends its energy Into 
special light producing organs and 
thus develops its glow. Certain Jelly- 
fishes arc also markedly phosphores- 
cent, and there la the creature allied to 
them somewhat, tbo Venus' girdle, 
which at night appears as a long, wav- 
ing band o£ Ilnmc. Finally we have' 
the ubiquitous microbe,,enrolling cor- 
Uiin of Jt» kith and kin in the category 
of light producing organisms. 


Certain species of bacteria are phos- 


phorescent, nnd the glow that is seen 
under circumstances whore putrefnc-. 
tlon is proceeding, notably when fish 
is going to bud. Is due to the presenco 
of such minute form* of Ufa.—-Scots- 
man.

If knocked down, 
the ninu's only chance Is to struggle to 
the burs aud raise himself, for on his 
feet he lias u chance of controlling the 
animals; down, he is completely at their 
mercy, and they have no fear or respect 
for him. The minute his body touches 
the floor he ceases to be the master. 


"A number of bad accidents that have 


come under my notice have been uscrlba- 
ble to drunkenness on the part of the vic- 
tims. 
A half drunken fellow goes Into 


the cage with a desire to show off his 
mastery over the animals and, cursing 
and swearing at them, puts them through 
their paces without let up. Every ani- 
mal knows when he is being overworked, 
and there is nothing he resents move bit- 
terly. 
The animals endure being 'put 


upon1 for a time: then the first thing the 
trainer knows one of them 1ms him 
pinued, and it he gets out alive it is 
more than he deserves. 


"Oue must bear constantly in mind 


the possible effect of his course of action 
upon the animals he is handling and the 
construction which their reasoning or in- 
stinct or whatever .\ou choose to call it 
is likely to put upon his acts.

The Effective Trick Tbat "Wa.n Once 


Played on Franz Unit. 


The famous pianist and composer Franz 


Liszt was once made the \ ictim of a good 
practical joke. 
It happened in Home at the house of a 


certain princess who had invited a num- 
ber of guests to meet Liszt and assured 
them that they should have au opportuni- 
ty of enjoying his playing. The princess 
was well acquainted with two of Liszt's 
peculiarities. He was so passionately 
fond of playing that it was difficult for 
him to keep his fingers away from the 
keys; but, nevertheless, like many other 
pianists, he expected to be urgently en- 
treated and coaxed before he would con- 
descend to perform. 


On this oecauion his hostess was deter- 


mined to make him play without a word 
of entreaty. It was agreed by the whole 
company not only that Liszt should not 
be asked to play, but that the subject of 
music should not be mentioned. The piano 
was even closed and locked aud the key 
hidden. Liszt cutne and soon MIW that he 
was uot to conquer. Hia usual triumphant 
expression vanished as he perceived that 
for once he was not apparently regarded 
as the lion of the hour. 


Not a word was spoken of music, and 


Liszt became visibly uneasy in mind. As 
the evening wore on he grew more and 
more excited. That his fingers were itch- 
ing with the desire to play was obvious to 
all, but nobody helped him out. At last, 
when he could stand the strain DO longer, 
he took advantage of a lull in the conver- 
sation, seated himself unbidden at the 
piano and attempted to raise the lid. 


The laughter and applause that follow- 


ed the unsuccessful attempt showed Liszt 
that he was the victim of a conspiracy. 
But his love for playing was too strong 
for his resentment. The kuy was brought 
and Liszt played, to the delight of his en- 
raptured audience.

"There were a good many reckless and 


daredevil chaps among those whose busi-

Tbe mere fact 
that in many church funerals a card of 
admission is required does not seem to 
keep them away either. The sexton of 
one of the biggest churches on Fifth avo- 
nue told me that lie knew more than 500 
women who make a practice of attend- 
ing church funerals. He added that it 
would be impossible almost to drag these 
same women to u church wedding. Tlu-re 
is something so magnetic in church funer- 
als as to be simply irresistible to them. 
Why it is so I cim't say." 


The pastor of oue of the biggest church- 


es in Brooklyn wns abkofl to give au opin- 
ion us to the ^luence which induces wo- 
men to attend church funerals indiscrimi- 
nately, and he replied that it wivs a weak- 
ness to see und be been rather than any 
desire to listen to thu organ and the choir 
during s>er\ice. 


"I have noticed," said this clergyman, 


"thut some of these women attire them- 
selves in mourning whenever they attend 
services of this kind, regardless of the 
fact that they may huve hud BO ncMunmt-

;he previous 3ear. The losses paid 
during Ihe year amounted to 8982,70', 
e, decrease of 880,208 from the figures oi 
the previous year. The losses incurred 
aggregated $1,050,356. a decrease of 


>.475 from the previous year. The 
sjs ppid were 5",49 per centjot pre- 


miums received against 59 03 for the 
previous year, and the losses incurred 
59 25 against 63 31 for tho preceding 
year. These figures do not include the 
domestic mutual fire insurance com 
panies, returns from which have not yet 
been received. 
Those companies last 


rear wrote more than five aud one-half 
million dollars of insurance and it is 
believed the amount will be exceeded 
this year. 


The tolal l->ss from fire in tbe state 


during the past year including that in 
unorganized townships from which no 
report :s received, probably will amount 
to about $8,000,000, only about half of 
wliioh was covered by insurance.
